Cuban Refugee 
Says RFK Was 
To Speak Here 

Carlos Bringuier, Cuban ref- 
ugee and head of the Cuban 
Student Directory, disclosed to- 
day that Sen. Robert F. Kenne- 
dy had written to him, promis- 
ing to address the refugees here 
and expressing sympathy with 
their cause. 

Bringuier said he had invited 
Kennedy to address the Cubans 
on his scheduled visit to the 
city in April. He said Kennedy 
wrote, saying he would be un- 
able to talk at that time but 
would like to spea.. to the Cu- 
bans at a later date. 

Bringuier said as he watched 
the election returns come in 
from the California presidential 
primary he was “thinking the 
only one who could have help- 
ed us (the Cubans) was Sen. 
Kennedy.” 

He said he has sent a tele- 
gram to Mrs. Ethel Kennedy 
which reads: 

“In this tragic moment, in 
the name of all Cuban refu- 
gees, I want to express our 
condolences for this stupid at- 
tack and we pray God for the 
life and recovery of your hus- 
band.” 

He said “this is a tragedy for 
this country. Violence from one 
side or the other is no good.’* 
He said he is deeply sorry for 
all Americans.
